“The Super-Highw'ay Research and 
Investigation Board looks to the fu­ 
ture, to the next decade, when » more 
advanced motor age, the golden age of 
traffic, will find our present system of 
highways entirely outmoded and un­ 
suited to its requirem ents,” said C. E 
Prosser, vice-president of the organi­ 
zation. 


“The plan our organization is spoil 
Boring is for foul ^uper highways, to 
be built at the sam*- time, as follows 
one from Boston tc San Francisco; an 
other from the Great Lakes to flo rid a ; 
a third from the Canadian border at 
Minnesota to Laredo, Texas, to con ­ 
nect with the Pan-American highway; 
and the fourth from the Boston-San 
Francisco highway to New York to 
connect the Great Lakes-Florida High­ 
way. giving New 
York. 
Boston and 
Washington a direct high speed artery 
into Florida,” 


Last March Congressman Jennings 
Randolph of West Virginia introduced 
a resolution in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives providing for the construc­ 
tion of the highways. This resolution 
is now in the Committee on Roads, 
with the promise of favorable action, 
Prosser said. 
The plan, according to Prosser, has 
been given universal approval by na 
tioual aud state officials, newspapers,

5. It will speed the n ation s mail 
service. 
6. It will materially reduce the time 
involved in transporting foodstuffs b* 
tween various points.
